4 Powers Bind Selves to Ten 


Year Pacific Arbitration Pact 


T odge Presents Text of Proposed Treaty Which Is the 


Basis For the Acceptance of Naval Disarma- 


ment and Other Questions by World Powers. 


[By the Associated Press] 


•' Washington, Dec. lO.-^The draft 
I0f the proposed treaty between the 
(United States, Great Britain, France 
and Japan, which is to supplant the 
lAnglo-Japanese alliance and pave the 
•way for the acceptance of the Amer- 
ican proposals 'for naval reduction, 
^vas formally laid before the arras 
conference today by Senator Lodge. 


It is a ten-year agreement, in 


Jfchich the four nations bind them- 
selves to respect their existing rights 
In Insular possessions and dominions 
}n the Pacific, and in the case of 
Disputes which cannot be settled by 
diplomacy agree to a joint confer- 
ence among themselves. 
-, 
MUST GIVE NOTICE. 


Any one of the parties may with- 


draw on twelve months' notice alter 
the expiration of the ten years. 


The treaty requires confirmation 


by the Senate. 


Senator Lodge presented the treaty 


(to the conference in the following 
Statement: 


"I should be insensible, indeed, if I 


*tid not feel deeply gratified by the 
opportunity which has come to me 
to, lay before the conference a draft 
of a treaty the terms of which have 
been agreed upon by four of the 
igreat powers of the earth in regard 
to the islands o£ the Pacific which 
Uhey control, cither as possessions or 
dominions. I will begin by reading 
to the conference the treaty, which 
It both brief and simple, and which 
S am sure Is full of meaning and im- 
portance to the world's peace. 


TO PRESERVE PEACE. 


"The United States o£ America, the 


British Empire, France and Japan, 
•Rith a view to the preservation of 
the general peace and the mainte- 
nance of their rights in relation to 
their insular possessions- and insular 
'dominions in the regions of the Pa- 
cific ocean, have determined to con- 
clude a treaty to this effect and have 
Appointed as their plenipotentiaries: 


"The President of the United States 


(Bf America. 


"His Majesty, the King of the 


United Kingdom of 
Great 
Britain 


Ireland and of the British dominions 
J>eyond the seas. Emperor o£ India 
fend for the Dominion of Canada and 
'tor the Commonwealth r,f Australia 


provides that the 
four 
signatory 


powers will agree as 'between them- 
selves to respect their insular pos- 
sessions and dominions in the region 
of the Pacific, and that If any con- 
troversy 
should arise as to such 


rights 
all 
the 
high 
contracting 


parties shall be invited to a joint 
conference looking to the adjustment 
of such controversy. 


ANGLO-JAP TREATY ENDED. 
"They agree to take similar action 


in the case of aggression 
by any 


other power upon these insular pos- 
sessions or dominions. The agree- 
ment is to remain in force- for ten 
years and after ratification under 
the constitutional methods 
of the 


high contracting parties the existing 
agreement 
between 
Great Britain 


and Japan which was concluded !n 
London, July 13. 1911, shall termi- 
nate. 
And that is all. Each signer 


is bound to respect the rights of the 
others and before taking action in 
any 
controversy 
to consult 
with 


them. There is no provisions for the 
use of force to carry out any of tho 
terms of the agreement and no mili- 
tary or naval sanction lurks any- 
where in the background or tinder 
cover 
of these plain and 
direct 


clauses. 


^REMOVES WAR CAUSES. 


"The 
surest way to prevent war is 


to remove the causo of war 
There 


is an attempt to remove causes oC 
war over a great area o£ the globe's 
surface 
by reliance upon the good 


faith and honest intentions of the na- 
tions which sign the treaty, solving 
all differences through the processes 
of diplomacy and joint consideration 
and conciliation. No doubt we shall 
hear it said that the region to which 
this agreement applies is one most 
unlikely to give birth to serious dis- 
putes and therefore an agreement of 
this character 
is of little conse- 


quences

ARBITRATE DIFFERENCES FIRST

parties shall communicate with one 
another fully and frankly in order to 
arrive at an understanding as to the 
exigencies of the particular 
situa- 


tion. 


IX FORCE TEN TEARS. 


•' 'Thib agreement shall remain in 


dreaming o£ coming wara and long- 
ng for conauests, no treaties of nar- 
titlon and no alliance can stay them; 
but if, as I firmly hope, the world 


as learned a frightful less from the 


awful experience of the great war of 
1914, then our surest appeal in order 
:o prevent wars in the future must 
3e to the hearts, the sympathies, the 
reason and the higher impulses ol 
mankind. 


'Such an appeal we make today by 


this agreement among four great na- 
tions. We rely upon their good faith 
to carry out the terms of this in- 
strument, knowing that by so doing 
they will prevent war should contro- 
versies ever arise among them. If 
Ihis spirit prevails and rules we can 
have no better support than the faltti 
of nations. 


BELIEVES IN SPIRIT. 


"For one I devoutly believe the 


spirit of the world is such that we 
can trust to the good faith and the 
iiigh purposes which the treaty 3 
have laid before you embodies <md 
enshrines 
Agreements of this kind 


I know have often been made be- 
fore, only to fail. 
But t'jsve hss 


been a far-reaching change in the 
mental condition of men and womer 
everywhere. That which ready counts 
is the intention of the nations who 
make the agreement. 


A GREAT EXPERIMENT 


"In this hour of trial and darkness 


winch has followed the y ar with 
Germany, the spirit of th? world is 
no longer Hie same. If we cuter up- 
on this agreement, which rests only 
upon the will and honor oj tho.se who 
sign it, we at least mike the great 
csper ment arid appeal to the men 
and women of the nation to help us 
sustain it 'n spirit and <n —utn." 


TOWERS INITIAL PACT.

Union Leader Wants Any 


Form of Arbitration. 


Chicago, Dec. 10.—Federal and state 


officials were working today in an 
effort to settle the strike of pack- 
Ing house workers, which has caused 
a week of riot and disorder in live- 
stock centers, while Chicago packers 
announced that they were operating 
at "nearly normal" and union leaders 
were endeavoring to extend the strike 
by appeal for a sympathetic walkout 
by other trades in the stock yards. 
Reports that 8,000 imported workers 
had been brought into the Chicago 
yards were denied by the "big five" 
packers. 


TRY TO PREVENT DISORDER. 
Strike leaders here are using ut- 


most efforts to prevent further dls- 
orders. An appeal for a sympathetic 
strike o£ other union men within the 
plants was issued by the leaders of 
the local union of the striking meat 
cutters. 


WILL ARBITRATE. 


Cornelius J. Hayes, presidcn of the 


union, proposed submission of tile dif- 
ferences "to any fair form of arbitra- 
tion." 
Leaders of the strike have 


contended that the 10 per cent wage 
reduction was not approved by the 
"big five" packers' employes. 


Hundreds of new employes were 


said to have been hired by the p ck- 
ers here yesterday and plant officials 
declared operations were 
on

nearly normal basis." 


MORE CLASHES.

raisins through food chopper twice. 
Add grated rind and Juice of orange.

PEANUT BRITTLE. 


Two cups brown sugar, half cup

Bring to the boiling point. As the 
•ugar melts increase the heat. Boil 
until sirup cracks when tried in cold 
water.

One cup confectioner s sugar, half 


cup honey (comb and all), two cups 
blanched almonds, two ess v,lutes, 
wafer paper.

Wa- 
fer paper may be puicha&ed at any 
confectioner's. Put sugar, honey and 
egg whites in a perfectly smooth 
pan.

MOLASSES TAFFY. 


One cup molasses, two cups brown 


sugar, one teaspoon vincgai, one ta- 
blespoon butter, half teaspoon soda. 


Put molasses, sugar, vinegar and 


butter in a large, smooth sauce pan. 
Boll until a hard ball Is formed when 
tried in cold water. Remove from 
fire and stir in soda. Stir until thick 
and pour Into a well-buttered pan 
Let stand until hard and cut 
In 


squares. 


CHOCOLATE CARAMELS 


One pound loaf 
sugar, 
three 


squares bitter chocolate, one cup 
cream, one cup milk, half cup corn 
sirup, one teaspoon vanilla. 


Dissolve sugar in milk 
Add corn 


sirup and cream. Bring slowly to 
the boiling point. Shave chocolate 
and add just enough hot water to 
melt it. Stir into first mixture. Boil 
slo-nly until a hard boil is formed 
when tried In cold water. The ball 
should be very firm. Pour into well- 
buttered tins and cut when cold with 
a buttered knife.

quality not quantity but he does 
not deny that the quantity was there 
just the same. His example if a ton 
formally contained one-half a ton 
of lump coal and the price was one 
dollar per ton then tho mine run 
price was fifty cents for that ton of 
mine

openly 
admitting 


that he did not pay for the one-half 
ton of lump which was in that ton 
of coal. 


Now Mr. Shaffer

miner. No wonder then you advocate 
the old system and rules. Isn't It a 
fact Mr. Shaffer that the miner was 
forced to sift or fork his coal, be- 
cause he knew what went through 
the screens he got nothing for it? 
Yet it was put on the market and 
sold by you and others for a good 
price and isn*t it also a fact that 
considering the mines of those days 
and the modern mines of today there 
•was Just as much fine coal produced 
In those days as there is today com- 
paratively.

The Bureau 
of Animal Industry, 


United States Department of Agri- 
culture, recently has issued Farm-, 
er's Bulletin No. 1218, "Beef Produc- 
tion in the Corn Belt" which contains 
valuable suggestions to the Corn- 
Belt feeders on the economical pio- 
duetion of beef. 


The |investigations on which the 


bulletin is based were conducted by 
the department on 306 farms ol the 
Corn Belt and every phase of the 
problem, from raising calves or buy- 
ing feeders to the marketing of the 
finished steer, is treated in consider- 
able detail. 


CAtlBED DECLINE 


The genraj tendency in the Corn 


Belt to plow up permanent pastures 
and produce more cultivated crops 
caused a decline in beef raising, but 
the keeping of cows to raise calves 
has continued to be profitable on 
land too rough, too wet, or to Infer- 
tile for cultivation. The reduction of 
pasture has been compensated for to 
some extent by the greater use of 
clover, alfalfa, and corn silage. How- 
ever, since 1905 there has been some 
Increase in feeder production in the 
Corn Belt due to the breaking up of

This 
is not a fancy retail price but the 
price which is supposed to have a 
close relation to cost of manufacture 
and distribution. 


The cost of the table as made by 


the school boys Is $0.50. 
This 
In- 


cludes lumber, paint, varnish, nailf 
and everything else that went intc 
the table except labor. It is pro- 
nounced a better table than the fac- 
tory product. 
The saving of $10 is 


an important consideration and It is 
the best sort of traininc that a. class 
of manual training pupils can have. 


MAKE MORE. 


There is a requisition for primary 


tables on almost every requisition 
day. They are a standard article of 
school furniture. It is probable that 
they henceforth will be made in the 
manual training classes. 
Tiiey will 


be made on the factory plan, thai 
is by piece work, and each boy will 
complete a certain part.

in the schools is the sand table which 
is more expensive. It is believed that 
as much as twenty dollars can b< 
saved on this.

Hosiery, Underwear, Cloth- 


ing Decline. 


Saturday was the best shoppinc 


day in Decatur stores in the last six 
weeks. There was little trade early 
in the morning but soon after 10 
o'clock the trade started in earnest 
and all stores reported 'brisk trade. 
Toy departments, 
of course, were 


crowded but there was a good de- 
mand in all departments. 


"We are 
actually 
selling mora 


merchandise than we did a year ago," 
remarked 
the head of one of tho 


long-established Decatur stores, in 
speaking of business at this time. 


PRICES LOWEK. 


"Prices on the merchandise which 


is selling now is on the average 
thirty-five per cent less than they 
were at their top, and as the dollar 
receipts are keeping right along with 
the receipts of last year we know 
that much more actual merchandise 
is going out of the store than did at 
that time." 


The marked decreases in prices 


includes men's clothing, silks, hos- 
iery, underwear, and, of course, toys. 
Other lines are also much lower than 
a year ago, but the decline in tho 
price of silks of all kinds has been 
most marked. As a result of these 
lower silk prices there has been a 
very heavy sale. The amount of sales 
of silks In dollars In the departmnct 
in this particular store, in spite of 
declines in prices amounting in some 
lines to seventy-five per cent, Is act- 
ually larger than a year ago. 


LOOK TO LINENS. 


"It means that buyers had allowed 


their personal stocks of such to run 
very low," said the manager. "Now. 
if this Irish situation will be cleared 
up in such a way as to permit us to 
secure linens at something near old- 
time prices, we will be able to sell 
an immense qu:«itity. I venture the 
guess that there is now on hand, in 
the homes of Decatur, less table llnc-n 
than there has been in many years. 
Prices, during the war, wero abso- 
lutely prohibitive. They are much 
lower now than they were then, but 
they are still too high to create a 
great demand."
